This will be fought by the conservative 
members, for they insist that with a County bill out of the way and 
time for committee action while the appropriations are being worked 
along there is no necessity for making the Municipal bill special order 
until later in the session. . 


The House has got down to some work, there being a number of 


bills printed but from the manner of calling them up there seems to be 
little in the minds of the members except the County bill. The session 
of yesterday was distinguished by the reappearance of the old friend, a 
plan for the taxing of sugar. This comes from Dili, but there'was.no 
enthusiasm expressed over the visitor.

"A person who has incurred the pen- 


alties of the law should not be made 
to feel that the administration of Justice 
is anything other than a solemn duty. 
One occupying the position which the 
court has been obliged to hold that 
the defendant occupied as a public 
accountant, and this Question will no 
doubt be gone, into 'in the- Supreme 
Court, has an important duty. The 
law Is made for furthering the ends 
of government, and for the benefit of 
the people, and you were charged with 
the protection and safekeeping of 
public funds. Our .laws are very se- 
vere in providing punishment for the 
offense of which yon have been con- 
victed: but the court regards the pen- 
alty as too severe. The fact that the 
law gives the court the right to. inflict 
very heavy punishment win have no 
weight with me. The law may have 
served a useful-purpose In the past, but 
it has outlived its usefulness; The 
court is allowed very wide discretion, 
and I sban avail myself of It, It is 
the sentence of the court that yon be 
imprisoned In Oahu prison at hard, 
labor fcr a term of three years, and to 
pay the costs <rf this prosecution." 


Wright's attorneys gave notice of 


appeal to the Supreme Court, and took 
exceptions to th» conviction as con- 
trary to the law and the evidence. He 
requested that tb» present bond re- 
main and that Wright be discharged 
until a new bond could be given. He 
asked, also, that th* hond be reduced 
to J4.000. a* Wright tad been acquit- 
ted of the theft of U.OOO, with which 
he was charged under the old bond. 
Judge De Bolt fixed the bond on ap- 
peal at t6,000, which was given.

The trial of James H. Boyd, oharged 


with embexslement, was begun before 
Judge De Bolt yesterday afternoon. At 
the adjournment of court no Jury had 
been secured, though the Jury box 'Will 
probably be filled by noon today, as 
there are not the objections-in the Boyd 
case as were put forward by Wright's 
attorneys.

Upon the opening of court In the. aft- 


ernoon Mr. Robertson on behalf of Boyd 
asked leave to withdraw his plea of not 
guilty to the charge, and there being no 
objection this was granted. He then 
presented a plea to the jurisdiction of 
the court, namely, that both Judge D» 
Bolt and Judge Robinson were holding 
court at the same time. The motion 
was overruled without argument, .and 
Boyd again entered a plea of not guilty. 


The examination of the Jury waa then 


begun, Mr. Cathcart representing the

men, were examined and twelve were 
excused, of whom nine were dismissed 
on peremptory challenges.

Bhlpptog men wUl be interested in 


the report of the survey of the Midway 
Islands, just ordered published by the 
Navy Department at Washington. It 
will be remembered that. Captain 
Pond made a survey of the;islands in 
the tug Iroquois about two years'ago 
at which time the importance of the 
group suddenly became apparent, in 
the knowledge of the fact-that the 
Pacific Cable would probably make 
One of its landings there^Tbere are 
eleven or - twelve • little rocks in the 
Midway group, about li&OO; irrilles'iin a 
northwesterly direction from.-this city 
and they became the property of the 
United States by the annexation of tbe 
Hawaiian group. 
The Islands have 


been visited but little. Sailors, in fact, 
give them as wide a berth as possible 
as they are most dangerous when 
shipa get close In. 
. 


Many maps/have not -jeven shown 


them, because they are insignificant 
islets, Tmt they are likely :.to be of some 
'importance to use as a cable station 
breaking the long distance of nearly 
3,800 miles between Honolulu and Guam 
There is no question but a direct cable 
from Honolulu to Guam might be suc- 
cessfully laid, but ail agree that. It is 
better to maintain an intermediate 
station at Midway . islands. 
Wake 


island has also-been' mentioned as this 
intermediate station, but Midway is 
likely to be chosen. 


The report of Captain Pond is to the 


effect that this-little group got its name 
from the fact that It is almost in the 
middle of the Pacific Oceaa between 
Asia and America^. It is nothing but 
a low coral- atoll, nearly .eighteen miles 
in circumference. Inclosing two islands 
known -as Sand • Island and Eastern 
Island, and'.two small islets. 


Sand Island; the largest of the group 


one and a quarter miles, west of East- 
ern Island, fs nearly one and thrSe> 
fourths miles long, about three-fourths 
•of a mile; wlde^ and forty-three feet 
high at its highest point, which is the 
top of a sand dune. The average ele- 
vation of the Island above sea level is 
from three to ten feet 


The Island is composed entirely of 


dazzling white coral sand,: partly cov- 
ered with bushes and some grass, the 
breeaing. ground of the tern or sea 
Bwallow. The./area of vegetation Is 
increasing. The sand ..dunes .are prac- 
tically a., permanent.-feature of the 
topography, being protected by their 
covering of bushes; but gales some- 
times blow the sand in dense Clouds 
over! the island. 


In 1887 the bark Wandering Minetre: 


was wrecked on the reef that surrounds 
the islands, and Captain Walker, with 
his family and. crew, lived for fourteen 
months on these coral sands. It was 
a terrrible experience. The, party hja< 
nothing to eat except nsb, birds and 
eggs, which they collected in the wa- 
ters of the lagoon and on the ialandB. 


Several of the castaways wJio'llvet 


on Sand Island died from scurvy, and 
others were sadly afflicted with this 
dread disease; those who took refuge 
on Eastern Island, however, were not 
attacked. 
Captain Walker and the 
survivors of hia party spent- two 
winters on 'the •. islands. 
Be .re- 


ports that in the. winter months 
{October to 
Aprfl) gales are of 


very frequent occurrence, and though 
there are a few days of fine weather 
occasionally, a rough, westerly "sea is. 
usually breaking against the' reef. 


Eastern Island, at tbe southeast ex- 


tremity of the group Is about one and 
one-fourth miles in length and a hall 
mile in width, from six to twelve feet 
high and thickly covered with shrub- 
bery and coarse grass. The lagoon in 
which these islands stand is filled''with 
dark blue water, varying from three 
to twelve fathoms in depth. None but 
smali, vessels can enter tbe lagoon. 


Excellent water may be obtained oh 


Sand Island by digging about five feet, 
but the well must be boarded up, sides 
and bottom, to prevent it from filling 
with-sand. The well mis with watir 
rapidly, the water being milky, white 
at first, but settling in a few days and 
becoming perfectly clear. It Is slightly 
sweet in taste. 


The water obtained on Eastern Is- 


land is not so pleasant in appearance 
or taste, being tainted with a vegetable 
matter; and yet the castaways of.the 
Wandering Minstrel who lived on Sand 


v Island suffered 
severely in health; 
| white thoae on Eastern Island,' with 
J poorer water, were affected only by the 
' rieeesaary hardships of the situation. 


Fish-of many varietlen are found » 


the shallow waters of the lagoon* and 
may be caught with hook and line. A 
few turtles are found along the. reef, 
and crawfish and crab?, sharks are 
numerous, sea blrui abound In great 
number* and are easily caught . by 
band.

Is good reason t» T>elleve that 


the police have at last got to, end, of 
the gang of thugs <that has been *om- 
mittlng depredations o? all sort* In 
nolulu for several months' past. Tester- 
day Deputy Sheriff QhilUngwortb, came 
in possession ot information that ted to 
the Issuance of a warrant for the arrest 
ot Archie Williams, a negro who 
arrested some tfme ago on suspicion of 
being the "last short man," aaA^of a 
second negro, on a~charge of highway 
robbery committed on the person of a 
Chinese In the Moanalua district on the 
night of March 2nd. It is alleged that 
Williams and his pal, yho Is unknown 
as to his real name that who & catted 
Brady Clemens, chartered A hack and 
went down into the Moanalua country 
on a sort of a foraging expedition. The 
Chinese, whose name is not known to 
the police, was out on the road with a 
lantern when the hack ran bun down, 
and the two negroes leaped out Of if. 
Seizing the lantern, one of the thugs 
beat the Chinese about the head with 
it so severely that his friends fear a 
serious result from the Injuries Inflict- 
ed. This was done, apparently, in mere 
wantonness, for the .Chinese' had offered 
no "resistance. 


Then they relieved him of several dol 


lars in change, and left him. In the road, 
bleeding and unconscious. He stagger- 
ed to his feet, after-a time, and went 
on to liis own house, where medical aid 
was called, and the next day the police 
were notified. 


Upon this showing of facts, the war- 


rant was Issued for Williams and the 
man known as Clemens. The Deputy 
Sheriff, however, received information 
that there was' a third man in the gang, 
a white man, hitherto unknown to the 
police in this connection, and the offi- 
cers were told farther that tbe trio, had 
planned a raid for last night, out in thfe 
WaifcJld country. As It was, Desired to 
capture the' tentlre crowd at -once, if 
possible, ehillingworth,,wlth Detectives 
Benear and McDttffy, went out last 
night and captured Wiluams, demons, 
and Charles Russel, alUnegroes, in a 
room in Palama. They were taken to 
the Police Station and on bejnstlaeai 
ed before being put in the cells Jt was 
found thai Russel did not have either 
money or other belongings on bis per* 
son. Williams bad a few shirt buttons 
In his pocket but no coin, and demons' 
only property was a "month organ. 


PRACTICAL HELP 
FORSMALLFARMERS 


Editor Advertiser: I appreciate your 


efforts in behalf of small fanning, but I 
suggest that lack of land and difficulty 
in production are not the only'nor the 
principal troubles. After land is ob- 
tained and crops are produced, a mar- 
set must be had, or the small farmer 
is as badly off as though he had no 
land, or His crops had failed.: The mar- 
icet in Honolulu is but small,' but-even 
t is of little value to the small farmer. 
The local dealers all have their arrange- 
ments made to Import fruit an'd'vege- 
ables from San Francisco and will not 
>uy that locally produced. They state 
that there is not enough produced lo- 
cally to .assure a steady supply, and 
consequenUy they must secure a sup- 
>ly from abroad, and having done so 
they are enable to handle any more. 


This may be sound from the dealer's 


standpoint but it means taflnre to the 
small fanner, who has troubles enough' 
to raise a crop without having it left 
on his hands when it has been rsfeed. 


In addition to the above mentioned 


difficulty, it is a fact that if t|e local 
dealers do take some produce for sale, 
as they occasionally do, their charges 
are so high that there is no profit left 


Before smalt farming can be a *u«. 


cess here, some means must be devised 
for disposing of produce and at a rea- 
sonable cost.
